CONTRACTS SIGNED. 


Brazilian Ships to Be Marined at 


Once By Our Sailors. Brazil 


Will Sell No More Ships. 


London, March 16.—The final contract 


for the sale of the warships Amazonas 
and Almirante Abroual to the United 
States has been signed, The price paid 
was £500,000 or not, quite $2,500,000 for 
both ships. 


An American crew is expected tonight 


from Llbson to take possession, of the 
Amazonas. Advices received state that 
the Brazilian government will not sell 
the Aqnidaban or any other vessel. There 
was spirited bidding between Spain and 
the United States for Amazonas and 
Abroual up to the last and the outcome 
was actually doubtful until the contract 
was signed. 


The action of the Brazilian government 


is said to have been influenced by the de- 
sire to repay the good oflBoes of the 
United States during the Mello revolu- 
tion. 
Brazil is also said to favor the 


Cubans. The Rothschilds today denied 
the report that Spain was trying to raise 
a loan of £10,000,000 In London. They 
say Spain could not raise money in Lon- 
don. 
Could Not Sell Cuba. 


Madrid, Mar. 16.—A semi-oflicial organ 


today says it isjiseless to talk of selling 
Cuba. 
The question could not be ar- 


ranged except by parliament and it is im- 
possible that any Spanish chamber would 
agree to sell the island at any price. 


"The President's Own." 


Cinton, O.. March 16.-Officers have 


been named for a regiment of provisional 
troops organized in this city to be known 
as "The President's Own." Harry Prease 
is colonel. James McKinley, the presi- 
dent's nephew, is sergeant. 


Short, Decisive Conflict. 
^ 


Washington, March 16.—General Nel- 


son A. Miles spoke at the annual ban- 
quet of the Second Army corps last night. 
He said in part: 
''No nation has ever 


had so much to say Against war, against 
the maintenance of a large army, or 
against anything that might-lead us to 
conflict; and no nation has had so much 
to say in favor of peace at home and 
abroad as the American people. We 
would not enter into any conflict with- 
out just provocation or a righteous 
cause. 


GKitEBAL KELSON A. MILES. 


"We are slow to take up arms, but 


when the time does come, I trust we will 
not be found slumbering. I hope there 
will be no war. 
I as a soldier trust that 


if there is war there will be no Bull Runs 
to begin with, but an Appomattox. We 
will be prepared so that the conflict 
•hould be short, sharp and decisive." 


Would Be Crime. 
I 


WasH-ington, March 16.—A man who is 


eaid to bear close relations with the 
Spanish cabinet, a circumstance that 
makes significant his utterance, said 
yesterday: 
"If the Washington gov- 


ernment made known indirectly to the 
Cubans that it meant to have peace in 
Cuba and that peace in Cuba might be 
had with an autonomic government un- 
der Spain, the insurrection would cer-1 
tainly die out. IHater the Weyler party 
Interfered, it would be time then for 
the United States to take action. That 
action would then be justifiable. Now 
to make war on Spain would be a crime, 
and for that crime to civilization and 
humanity the United States would be 
responsible." 


Will Do the Work Itself. , 


Washington, March 16—The war de- 


partment has been greatly 
disap- 


pointed and annoyed at the dilatori- 
ness shown by the contractors who have 
undertaken to construct the new forti- 
cations along the coast. 
It is asserted 


that only one among the whole number 
has finished his contract on time. The 
department ha* been much embarrassed 
in placing its guns, and has been obliged 
to extend the time allowed these con- 
tractors. It has determined not to sub- 
mit to further obstruction, but will do 
the work itself and refrain from enter- 
Ing into contract*. 


What He Saw In Cnba. 


Washington, March 18.—Myron Parker, 


who was Senator Proctor's companion 
in his trip to Cuba, in an interview yes- 
terday said: "Tuu migiit believe, but 
you could not realize the condition of the 
reconcentrados in Cuba. It passes the 
comprehension of a man accustomed to 
the usual phases of life. Their emacia- 
tion is terrible, their suffering indescrib- 
able. We saw warehouses full of starv- 
ing women and children. These people 
have been forced Into the villages and 
towns by the Spaniards, and 


, ~«,c«» limy-lived has been dev- 


astated. 


"In the ride from Havana to Sagua la 


Grande, a distance of about 200 miles or 
more, the country presented a picture 
of desolation. For miles and miles the 
charred stalks of the burned sugar cane 
showed where the torch had been ap- 
plied by the Spanish and insurgents 
alike. At intervals are blockhouses oc- 
cupi"' by the Spanish soldiers. Above 
lea .. blockhouse is a cupola, where a 
Spanish soldier is always on the look- 
out. If a reconcentrado attempts to go 
out from the village and cross the trocha 
he is shot, and if an insurgent tries to 
come in he Is treated likewise. The 
trocha serves, however, to prevent sud- 
den dashes by the insurgents in the 
villages at night to burn them. 


"The Spanish army is largely employed 


llong the railroad, but closely as the road 
is guarded, the insurgents can do with 
It as they please. It is generally under- 
stood in Cuba that the railroad com- 
pany pays tribute to the insurgents^for 
running the passenger trains. The in- 
surgents do not want to bother the pas- 
senger trains, but they are alert to inter- 
fere with freight and troop trains. The 
day before we reached Matanzas the 
insurgents blew up a sugar tram only 
three miles out of that town. They 
cross the railroad at any point they de- 
sire and whenever they please. In my 
opinion Gomez virtually has control of 
the island. There is not an estate in 
cultivation, so I was reliably Informed, 
that does not pay tribute to the insur- 
gents. 


"The best people in Havana told me 


that the yoil^g men of the best Cuban 
families in the island were in the ranks 
of the Insurgents, just as, the best rep- 
resentatives of our best families were in 
the southern and northern ranks during 
the war. My informant also told me 
that the insurgent army was never as 
firm and as strong as it is today. It 
gets a very large proportion of Its medl- 


I cal supplies right from Havana, and its 


discipline Is said to be all that can be 
desired. The insurgents have complete 
control of the provinces Of Santiago fle 
Cuba and Principe. They claim to hav« 
' all the supplies necessary "for" their sub- 


sistence, having great herds of cattle 
besides cultivating a large proportion of 
the land in the provinces mentioned* 
"Vifhat they need is arms, ammunition 
and clothing. It is generally under- 
stood in Cuba that the insurgents^ known 
as presentadoes, who came in and gave 
themselves up to the Spaniards in re- 
sponse to the offer of pardon.'Tvere all 
men who had met with the disfavor ol 
Gomez because they had disregarded 
the discipline he so rigidly enforces In 
his army." 


"Did your investigation lead you to 


form any opinion on the subject of au- 
tonomy?" inquired the reporter. 


"No one wants autonomy In Cuba," 


replied Colonel Parker with emphasis 
"Even the autonomist governors do not 
favor it. I know of several alcaldes, 01 
mayors, of towns outside of Havana, ap- 
pointed as autonomists, who are wholly 
in sympathy with the insurgents." 


Report May Be Delayed. 


Washington, March 16.—"The genera] 


expectation of the members of the cab- 
inet," said one of them after Tuesday's 
meeting, "is that some report will be 
received during the present week from 
the court of inquiry examining Into the 
cause ^>£ the Maine explosion; yet it 
would not be surprising to us if the re- 
port should be delayed for a longer time. 
We have nothing on which to base this 
hope that I know o£, only the feeling 
eeems general that what I have said will 
be the case. There" is nething at hand aa 
yet to indicate what will be the natura 
of the findings of the court. 


"Our time was occupied in a general 


discussion ofjthe measures under way 
for the national defense, notably the ac- 
quisition of new vessels of war. We are 
keeping an eye on the two ships under 
construction for Chili and the Argentine 
republic, but it is not probable that we 
can get them. If we cannot obtain the 
ships it is a source of satisfaction to 
know that Spain will not be able to 
purchase them either." 


BY TELEGRAPH. 


"Intrigued of the War Party." 


Madrid, March 16.—Lieutenant Com- 


mander Sobral, the former naval at- 
tache of the Spanish legation in "Wash- 
ington, In an Interview at Barcelona on 
his arrival there, is quoted as saying 
that he Is convinced "President McKin- 
ley and the government of the United 
States do not wish for war, and will re- 
sist to the utmost tha intrigues of tha 
war party. Thoughtful Americans alsa 
oppose war, which is solely desired by 
the adventurers and agitators who com- 
pose the jingo party. The majority of 
the house of representatives is" com- 
posed of men without prestige and of 
little education, who regard politics as a 
trade and who would have supported 
the jingo proposals If they had not en- 
countered the strength of character of 
President McKinley, whose authority la 
dictatorial. 


"The serious opinion of the country, 


composed of business men, dreads war 
with Spain, as shown by the fact that 
the new Spanish squadron had hardly 
started for American waters when a 
panic seized all commercial and indus- 
trial centers. The jingo campaign Is 
fomented chiefly by two American dally 
newspapers, whose insolent language is 
a, positive shame to Americans. It is 
evident the United States Intends Spain 
shall be the actual declarer of war." 


Lieutenant Commander Sobral added: 


"If tbe Spanish government decides to 
Issue a national loan to build a squadron, 
the patriotism of the Spaniards residing 
In America will Impel them to subscribe 
a third of the amount, and they will give 
their money without regard to the Issue 
or price, and without considering the 
conditions of thp loan," 


NEW ENGLAND WARNED. 


Georgia Congressman Says the 


South Will Soon Ruin Our 


Cotton Industries. 


Washington, March 16.—tfhe trill pro- 


viding the appropriation for the postal 
department was before the house Tues- 
day, but the general debate was not con- 
fined to the subjects in the measure. 
Mr. Grtggs (Dem., Ga.) contributed some 
remarks upon the mooted question of 
the--relative advantages possessed by 
the cotton manufacturers of the north 
and south to prove that the advantages 
possessed by the latter were not due to 
the longer hours of labor of their opera- 
tives. He predicted *hat ^e south in 
the near future would manufacture as 
well as grow the cotton crop of the 
world. He warned New England that 
she should abandon the industry. Mr. 
Griggs criticised utterances of Speaker 
Reed and Mr. Dingley. and created much 
enthusiasm on the Democratic side. 
'Mr. "Walker (Rep., Mass.) said it was a 
nappy day for the republic when a 
southern member arose on the floor and 
spoke of the manufacturing Industries 
of the south in competition \6ith those 
of the north. It was a day the country 
had been waiting for sinceijhe pilgrims 
landed. No section would rejoice more 
that the south had entered tho lists than 
New England. "We shall suffer from 
southern competition temporarily," said 
he; "we may have to reduce wages tem- 
porarily; we may have to lose some de- 
partments of our Industry permanently, 
but we glory In this southern competi- 
tion because It shows the cementlng-of 
the common country we love so well." 
(Applause). 


Mr. Alexander (Rep., N. T.) submitted 


remarks on the financial question, argu- 
ing that the house should go on record 
by an expliclt^declaration that the gov- 
ernment was bound by law, and- good 
^faith to maintain the gold 4tandard. 


Mr. Mahany (Rep., N. Y) "denounced 


an editorial in a New York paper on the 
Sheriff 
Martin * verdict." The public 


opinion of the United States, -he said, 
while accepting the verdict, registered 
the unofficial verdict that-the shooting 
down ef defenseless laborers constituted 
bn impeachment of American lib«rti» 


ana was a disgrace to the tUStlon In 
v hlch it occurred. 


A Quarantine BUI. 


Washington, March 16.—The national 


quarantine bill, the unfinished business, 
was laid before the tea&te and read. 
Mr. Vest, in charge of the bill, offered 
the following paragraph as a committee 
amendment: "Nothing in this act shall 
be construed to interfere with the right 
of any state to protect Its citizens from 
Infectious or contagious diseases by such 
rules ana^-regulations as the authori- 
ties of said state may deem necessary; 
and which do not conflict with the rules 
and regulations made by the secretary 
of the treasury, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, to prevent the Introduction of in- 
fectious or contagious diseases into the 
United States from foreign countries, 
or the spread of such diseases from one 
state, territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia into another state, territory or 
the District of Columbia." 


In answer to unfavorable criticisms 


by Senator Sewell, asking whether the 
United States government should stand 
helpless and see its people slaughtered 
and its commerce crippled or destroyed 
lest the reserved rights of states might 
be invaded or destroyed, he main- 
tained that the United States had 
sovereign power to act in the matter of 
quarantine. 


Exports and Imports. 


Washington, March 16.—The monthly 


statement of the Imports and e-sports of 
the United States shows that during 
February the exports of domestic mer- 
chandise amounted to $93,312,674, a gain 
as compared with February, 1897, of 
about J15,EOO,WO. The imports of mer- 
chandise duri'ng the last month aggre- 
gated $53,082,117, of which $22,663,304 was 
free of duty. The total imports of mer- 
chandise during February show a de- 
esease of over $6,000,000 as compared 
with February, 
1897. For the eight 


months ended with February there was 
an increase as compared with the same 
period last year of $77,537,101 in the ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise, and a 
decrease of $19,932.116 in the Imports. 


To Annex Hawaii. 


March 16.—The senate 


committee on foreign affairs today agreed 
to recommend that the Hawaiian islands 
be annexed by legislation iruopen session, 
and agreed upon a joint resolution for 


con$lrfrfiingr this purpose. 


France Preparing. 


Paris, March 16.—The Aurora today 


affirms that a French fleet is being pre- 
pared for mobilization. Feverish activity 
prevails in the arsensals > and ship yarda, 
and men are working nights. The mobi- 
lization is connected with preparations to 
support Russia by a naval demonstration 
in the far east. 


Fatal Fire in Chicago. 


Chicago, March 
16.—Fifteen people 


were killed in a fierce fire this noon at the 
corner of Washington avenue and Adams 
streets, opposite the Hotel Wellington. 
The building was occupied by business 
firms. A number were forced to jump 
from the burning building; four were 
killed outright. The greatest loss oc- 
curred among those who had no chance 
to jump. The entire front of the building 
was blown oat by an explosion. An ele- 
vated station was also burned and all 
traffic in the center of the city was 
stopped. The fire was soon under control.

PETRIFIED ARTICLES. 


A Huge Treo That It Slowly Sinking Into, 


the Earth. 


Warda and the surrounding country are 


noted for petrified articles of various kinds. 
1 have on exhibition a petrified rock about 
2 feet long and 1M feet wide. It weigbs| 
45 pounds and is without a doubt a ehoul-, 
der blade of a mastodon. It plainly shows 
the socket In which the bone of the leg re- 
volves. It was found several years ago by 
a party while seining in the bed of the, 
Colorado river. Within three-quarters of 
a mile from Warda there is a petrified tree, 
supposed to have been a post oak. It is 
about 30 feet long, and at the thick end of 
tho trunk it is about 2 feet in diameter, 
while at the top it is over a foot in diam- 
eter. When first observed, about 18 years 
ago, about half of its diameter was above 
ground, but owing to its great weight lt| 
is slowly but constantly sinking. All 
around in this part of the country a person 
can find specimens ot petrified wood of 
many varieties. 


The writer has observed stumps and- 


parts of stumps plainly showing traces 
where they had onoe been burned, and now, 
they are solid rock. It seems as though, 
untold quantities of petrified wood could be 
found under the ground, for if a person 
•will make an examination of the banks of 
the looal creeks, gullies and ravines be can 
find pieces of petrified wooSt sticking out 
of the banks on every side. 'The writer in 
examining some specimens in the sur- 
rounding creeks found several pieces of 
petrified wood protruding from the banks, 
which, although petrified, was EO brittle 
that it could be broken to pieces with the 
hand. The cause of this appears to bo a 
lack of some kind of acid necessary in the 
course of petrlfication to make it "solid. 
One of the most curious and at the same 
time one of the most perfect specimens 
that the writer has observed is what is 
supposed to be a petrified stomach. It 
plainly shows a quantity of petrified acorns 
and other ingredients which cannot now| 
be distinguished. It is supposed to be the 
stomach of a hog or some other prehistoric^ 
herbivorous animal. The writer has also 
noticed two other very beautiful speci- 
mens, the one being a prehistoric shell, 
known by the Latin name of Nautilus 
lineatns, and the other a common pear.—' 
Qalveston News.

A Republican president stands sturdily 


by a Democratic appointee as consul at 
Havana in the face of a foreign power's 
Intimation that his withdrawal would be 
acceptable, A Republican president who 
fought for the union upholds strongly a 
Democratic appointee who fought for the 
south, notwithstanding tne Spanish gov- 
ernment has indicated that it prefers his 
departure from one of her ports. Mc- 
Kinley backs Lee at this trying time, 
although the two were arrayed on 
opposing sides in the 60's and today have 
nothing in common from a party stand- 
point. 


With a few exceptions, Republicans and 


Democrats in congress are 
standing 


unitedly in support of the administra- 
tion's policy of preserving peace until it 
shall appear that national honor can no 
longer be maintained by the arbitrament 
of rlfcson and counsel, at the same time 
making such provision for defense and 
aggression as the uncertainties and ten- 
sion of the hour demand. The succession 
of sobering events has impressed all in 
authority with tho necessity of being pa- 
triots rather than partisans. 


Let these examples give pause, says the 


Detroit EVoe Press, to party leaders and 
newspapers that are disposed to consider 
the probabilities of the present period of 
suspense and stress with reference to the 
effect upon the fall elections. 
There is 


too much that transcends considerations 
°f party advantage in the solution of 
present problems, in the determination 
of the course in which honor and justice 
directs this great nation la the coming: 
days, to permit of the malt;r ^being 
affected by partisan designs and aspira- 
tions. 


SENATOR PROCTOR'S FINDINGS. 


There Is not a mora cool-headed or 


level-headed public man in the country 
than Senator Kedfield Proctor. He went 
to Cuba purely from a motive to in- 
vestigate for himself the conditions of 
affairs there. He did not go at anybody's 
expense nor with his judgment formed in 
advance. 
He is not an extremist of 


either type, neither a jingo nor an ultra 
peace-at-any-price man. 
His opinion, 


therefore, upon the Cuban situation is 
worth more than the judgments of all those 
congressmen and senators who went at 
tbe expense of the New York Journal 
put together. A nun of large experience 
wide knowledge and sound business 
Judgment his opinion is worthy of very 
great consideration. The senator's find- 
Ings are summed np as follows: 


First—The Maine was undoubtedly 
blown up'by an outside explosion. 
It is 
not believed, however, that the destruc- 
tion of the vessel and the sacrifice of her 
crew was dne to any act over which 
the Spanish government had any control. 
Second—The so-called plan of auton- 
omy, inaugurated under Capt. Gen. 
Blanco, has proved a failure. 


Third—The reports of the intense suf- 
fering among the reconcentrados and the 
great mortality among them have not 
been exaggerated, though thera is less 
now than formerly, the conditions having 
somewhat Improved under Blanco. 


Fourth—There Is no impending crisis in 
Cube. Tne existing conditions, growing 
gradually worse, may continue Indefi- 
nitely. Tbe early settlement of the Cuban 
anectloB rests with Washington and Mad- 
rid.Fifth—The authority exercised by the 
Spanish in the island is purely military 
control. The insurgents are still 
in- 
trenched in the provinces of Puerto 
Principe and Santiago, and roam gen- 
erally over the island. 
Sixth—Should Cuba ever pass under the 
control of tbe United states there is no 
dotrbt of its availability as a residence for 
American citizen*. 
/

VToh Action at This Time Would Insure 


Cuba's Freedom—Spanish Diplomacy Is 
Proverbially Slow, but Delay Will Not 
Be Tolerated Now. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—[Special.]— 


Theso aro exciting days in tho national 
capital. It is folt hero, as it is everywhere 
in the country and throughout the world, 
that the issue of war or peace is to be de- 
cided within a few wooks. Tho lirst test 
is to come over Spain's reception of our 
demands for reparation for tho Maine dis- 
aster. Every one understands that Presi- 
dent. McKiuley will miilto these demands 
•within a weok or ten days at the furthest^ 
They will ho sharp and strong, justiiloa 
hy the nature of the report of the court of 
inquiry. How will Spain receive these 
demands? What will be her method and 
her attitude? Herein lies the crux of the 
situation. 


If we inay judge by Spain's record and 


her usual method of treating such ques- 
tions, tho president will have need of all 
his firmness and wits. 
Unless Spanish 


diplomacy has been born again the Madrid 
government will at once seek delay. Pro- 
crastination was bora in Spain. An effort 
will also be made to becloud the issue, to 
raiso doubts as to the correctness of the 
finding of our court. Already the Spanish 
authorities have begun their task. They 
are wily and forehanded. They have de- 
clared the Maine was blown up by acci- 
dent, originating within the ship. They 
are apparently preparing to attack the re- 
port of our court and to secure delay for 
further investigation. 


Immediate Action Wanted. 


Hero will como a season of trial for the 


president. The American people are in no 
mood to await Spain's slothful methods of 
arriving at an answer to our demands. 
The people will want an immediate reply, 
and till they get it the newspapers will be 
filled with talk of war ana perhaps with 
criticisms upon the administration for per- 
mitting things to drift along. 


But I am informed by a member of the 


cabinet that President MoKinley is deter- 
mined to tolerate no delay. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances, with a question pend- 
ing between the two governments, Spain 
would be entitled to a reasonable iime in 
which to prepare her reply to our demands. 
She is entitled to a reasonable time under 
the abnormal circumstances which now 
exist, but that time is very short. What 
are the facts? Children of ours went to a 
neighbor's house on a friendly errand. 
While there they were foully murdered un- 
der circumstances which place direct re- 
sponsibility upon our neighbor, who pro- 
fesses friendship for us. Members of his 
official family or employees or retainers of 
his did the deed. We demand apology and 
reparation. If, now, our neighbor hag- 
Vies, procrastinates, delays, questions the 
accuracy o£ our findings, brings in counter 
claims or in any way attempts to evade, 
our patience quickly comes to an end. 


Spain may ask for an independent or 


neutral investigation. 
If granted, that 


would consume nsonths. 
And after a 


court of inquiry made up of British, 
French, Gorman and other naval experts 
had reported, if their decision were against 
the Spanish, then Spain might ask for ar- 
bitration as to the damages.* But I am 
assured that our government will not tol- 
erate delay. It will have no international 
or neutral court of inquiry. We will stand 
by the record and finding of our own 
court. We will have no arbitration as to 
the facts or as to the damages. 


An Ultimatum. 


I am told President McKinley will in- 


form Spain at the outset that her respon- 
sibility for tbe Maine disaster must be 
promptly and fully met. It will not be 
necessary for him to issue a public ulti- 
matum, to say in so many words that a 
reply must be received within five days or 
ten days, though even this drastic course 
may be adopted. If it istodopfced, the 
heinous nature of the wrons inflicted upon 
us by Spanish hands and Spain's reputa- 
tion as a haggling, evasive, unsatisfactory 
neighbor will justify it. But if tbe presi- 
dent concludes not to Issue a public ulti- 
matum, which might stir Spanish pride 
and make it the more difficult for the gov- 
ernment at Madrid to comply with our de- 
mands, an ultimatum will be issued in 
offoot just the same. Instead of being 
publicly made it will be expressed diplo- 
matically, orally, through General Wood- 
ford. In substance it will be: Spain, you 
must pay and apologize within so many 
days or most serious consequences will fol- 
low. 


And what will be these serious conse- 


quences? Declaration of war bythe United 
States? Forcible occupation of Havana? 
Probably not. If any principle concern- 
ing our strained relations with Spain is 
well filed in the mind of President Mc- 
Kinley, it appears to be a determination 
tbat save in response to overt act we shall 
not declare or make war. 


A Bod In Fickle. 


The president has an alternative, and 


within a few days Spain will know, 
through General Woodford, what (his al- 
ternative is. It is a rod in piok'le for 
Spain which gives the Washington govern- 
ment an immense tactical advantage, 
which makes it practically master of the 
situation. 


It is recognition of the independence of 


Cuba. With this as an alternative to her 
refusal to comply promptly and in proper 
spirit with our demands it is'hoped tho 
statesmen at Madrid will move swiftly, 
will bow thoir heads to tho inevitable and 
satisfy tho claims of this government. 


For recognition of the Independence of 


Cuba by tho United States, while not es- 
sentially a casus belli in Itself, would, un- 
der the circumstances now existing, force 
Spain to adoption of one of two courses— 
surrender Cuba to the insurgent govern- 
ment which we had recognized or fight 
the United States.

CACHES. 


The Beliance of Arctic Travelers For Food 


on a Keturn, Jonruey. 


An arctic expedition moving overland 


practically always intends to return by the 
game route. Even in these days ot com- 
pressed foods the weight of several months' 
provender for a large party is considerable. 
In caches it is, therefore, stowed along the 
route several days' journey apart. 


What is simply a hole in the ground la 


first dug, a matter of extreine difficulty at 
times. 
Then, painfully digging else- 


where, earth is brought to the surface and 
n quantity of this is dumped into the hole. 
Ice is melted and the water from it poured 
upon the eaiih, the entire mixture freez- 
ing in a few moments into a compact 
mass. This is the bottom of the cache. 
On it the provisions the party want to put 
aside for a future day are laid, so many 
pounds for each man, carefully calculated. 
There should be just enough to support 
life comfortably until the next cache is 
reached on the return, with two or three 
days' rations over for emergencies. 


With stones, ice and snow the walls of 


the cache are now "built np, water being 
poured over the snowy structure hermetic- 
ally to seal it. It is a point of honor, 
among even the poorest natives, not to 
rifle a oaohe unless in cases of the direst 
necessity, bat the provisions must be kept 
saf» from the bears. Properly built the 
structure is impregnable, and it needs the 
work of pickaxes to tear it open. 


It is marked by anything that the ex- 


plorers can spare or find in the violnity, 
generally by a staff of wood. In Siberia 
the tooth of a mammoth is not infrequent- 
ly used. Despite this precaution, however, 
many caches can never be found again. 


If rendered provisionless in this manner, 


tho party must resort to its gnns and hunt 
for the musk ox, the white bear and tho 
seal, which sometimes are in easy reach, 
more frequently not to be found at all. 
Game in these regions is never to be de- 
ponded upon.—New York Tribune.

Boston Newspaper Editorials. 


Boston, March 16.~The Globe treats 


the outlook in these words: 
"Our pres- 


ent peril is not that we will worry our- 
•elves into war, but that the elements 
which make whatever public opinion 
there is in Spain may in the absence of 
worry on their part heedlessly and ig- 
norantly precipitate the Spanish gov- 
ernment into a conflict for which it is 
no better prepared than the Chinese 
were for a war with Japan. 
With its 


next year's revenue pawned to meet 
this year's interest on its overwhelming 
debt, its currency wretchedly depre- 
ciated, and its credit exhausted, its 
soldiers in Cuba unpaid, and a large 
standing army necessary at home to pre- 
vent a revolution, Spain could not hope 
to war against the meanest power m 
Europe, while only the greatest power on 
that continent could hope to make any 
showing in a war with a nation like ours, 
4000 miles away." 
In its leading editorial The Journal 


says: "Nothing is clearer than that 
neither Spaniards nor Cubans will listen 
to any half-way measure whatsoever. 
On the one hand, complete submission 
is the only thing which will even be con- 
sidered, and on the other, complete in- 
dependence. We Americans are in no 
position to criticise the Cuban patriots. 
Let us suppose that in 1781, just before 
the campaign of Torktown, and when, 
after years of bloody secrifices, we had 
reason to believe that onr freedom was 
almost won, the leaders of the army and 
the congress at Philadelphia had been 
confronted with a proposition from 
benevolent outsiders to lay down their 
arms and accept a certain degree of self- 
government under the sceptre of the 
king of England. Does anybody sup- 
pose that such a proposition would have 
been entertained for a moment? Was 
not every proposition looking to a com- 
promise of the real point at issue prompt- 
ly and emphatically rejected during the 
revolutionary war, and also during the 
war of the rebellion?" 


The Post expresses its scepticism con- 


cerning foreign interposition 
in the 


event of a disagreement between the 
United States and Spain in these words: 
"The veiled threats of what may be done 
by the concert of European powers 
•houll alarm no one. Thi» concert of 
powers has recently had a severe strain 
over the eastern question? it is more than 
doubtful that there would be any con- 
cert at all if a western question involv- 
ing thfe United. States were-presented. 
The European powers may not like the 
Monroe doctrine, but they will not join 
in war upon the United States for the 
sake of expressing their dislike. • They 
have enough to attend to at home; Eu- 
ropean doctrines and balances are suffi- 
cient to occupy their care^ In apy com- 
plication of circumstances, as between 
Spain and the United States, the Eu- 
ropean powers cannot be expected to 
take more than a passing interest. A 
mild diplomatic expression of hope that 
the United Slates will not interfere to 
drive Spain out of Cuba is the utmost 
that can be Imagined." »- ~* ' -

ARCHDEACON 
BRADY 
WRITES 
A 


THRILLING TALE OF ADVENTURE. 


Theory of tb« Author of "Mr. Iiaaci" 'With 


Begard to Physical Bxeroi»e—A Oa«M at 
Bis Annual Income a* Novelist and Lec- 
turer. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—One of the 


most interesting recruits to the ranks of 
historical notion writers is the Rev. 
Cyrus Towniend Brady, Protestant Epis- 
copal archdeacon of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, whose first book, "For the 
Love of Country,M a novel of adventure 
on land and sea in the days of the 
American Revolution, has just been 
brought out. The story is full of action 
and full of fighting, and, while it could 
not be disapproved of by the most cap- 
tious sticklers for good taste, it is j-ost 
the sort of production one would not ex- 
pect from an archdeacon regarded in the 
abstract. 


Its production by Archdeacon Brady, 


however, is not at all surprising to 
those who have personal acquaintance 
with that breezy, forceful official of the 
church. He began life as a naval cadet 
at Annapolis, where, according to his 
own statement^he was not overattentive 
to his studies. He became personally in- 
terested in the religious life soon after 
he left Annapolis and took up his stud- 
ies for the Episcopal priesthood almost 
immediately. 
Upon completing these 


he was located in Kansas as a bishop's 
assistant, and in that capacity became 
acquainted with all sorts and conditions 
of men and suffered nearly all the expe- 
riences that accompany poverty except- 
ing that of starvation. He was made 
archdeacon of Pennsylvania a little 
more than three years ago and is now 
located in this city, where he has shown 
marked interest.iu municipal and social 
problems as well as the performance of 
his'ecclesiastical duties. 


As a preacher Archdeacon Brady ia 


effective and impressive. In manner be 
is bluff and hear^beyond what is com- 
monly'loobed for in a clergyman. In 
conversation ha is-entertaining, his flow 
of words-being both steady and impetu- 
ous when he is talking upon a subject 
that interests him. In person be is of 
unusual size, his figure being so large 
as nearly to fill an ordinary doorway 
from frame to frame and from lintel to 
sill. 


He is as fond of a joke as be is of a 


good fighting story, and he doesn't mind 
it a bit when the joke is on the arch- 
deacon, either. His attention was drawn 
a day or two ago to the contrast between 
two portraits of himself recently print- 
ed in a literary periodical, one showing 
the naval cadet of 17, slender, well set 


""Yea, '1 'see," said the archdeacon;

F. Marion Crawford, the novelist, 


who departed a few days ago for the Pa- 
cific coast, there to continue the series 
of lectures and informal talks which 
was begun so successfully in the east, is 
one of the handsomest men in the writ- 
ing business. 


He is more than 6 feet tall, his shoul- 


ders are correspondingly broad, his 
chest is deep, Ms complexion is of that 
healthy, ruddy tint which is seldom ac- 
quired by any one who does not spend a 
good deal of time "upon the wa;er and 
the gaze of his blue gray eyes is clear 
and steady. While his face is that of a 
scholar and his manner that of a polish- 
ed man of the world, yet his general ap- 
pearance suggests physical strength of 
such an exceptional order as could hardly 
be maintained without recourse to regu- 
lar and perhaps severe bM|ly exercise. 


A remark to that effeo^vas made in 


his presence not long before he started 
west; but, to the surprise of the speak. 
er, Mr. Crawford stated that he had 
never engaged to any extent in regular 
exercise. Moreover, ha declared with 
some positiveness that he did not be- 
lieve in severe physical effort on the 
part of men who do a great deal of 
brain work, his theory being that mus- 
cular exertion can very easily be carried 
to such an extreme as to become a se- 
vere drain upon the vitality, thus seri- 
ously impairing either the general 
health or the quality of the intellectual 
work. At the same time, Mr. Crawford 
by no means believes in bodily inactiv- 
ity, and he is strenuous in his advocacy 
of fresh air and plenty of it 


Mr. Crawford's own uniform and 


abounding health is an exceedingly good 
argument in favor of his notions. 


The financial returns from Mr. Craw- 


ford's work must be something well 
worth consideration. Of late years he 
has had his stories copyrighted in his 
Own name, thus securing to himself 
whatever returns there are from serial 
as well as book publication, but at the 
beginning he sold stories outright. For 
the last one he thus disposed of it is un- 
derstood that he received 10 cents a 
word, and this would fix the spot cash 
value to its anthor of the manuscript of 
a Crawford novel at from $10,000 to 
$15,000. yrom the fact that he has 
never gone baot to the old plan, but in- 
variably publishes on a percentage basis 
nowadays, it may fairly be inferred that 
his later stories have averaged a some- 
what larger net than the gums men- 
tioned. 
Everything considered, it is 


probable that his writings, his readings 
and his lectures return a yearly income 
at least of from $18,000 to $25,000.

OJT THE SWITCHBACK, CASCADE MOUNTAINS. 
ever before been attempted. It is not 
easy for an ordinary passenger to "get 
on to the curves." The railroad runs 
upon every point of the compass, and 
the mountains are terraced off in such 
numbers that they cannot be counted. 
Peak, glacier, canyon and waterfall in- 
termingle to the bewilderment of the 
beholder. Coming in from the east, two 
giant engines are added to the train, 
one before the regular engine and ono 
in the rear.

Back tbe train comes on 
the other side of the ravine only half a 
mile from where it started, but after an 
eight mile trip. Then comes the descent 
on the other side, where there are four 
"legs," or angles. 


The depth of snow over this entire 


convolution of track would simply for- 
bid any attempt to traverse it in winter 
were it not for the fact that there is no 
wind whatever to drift it. I have seen j 
28 inches fall in tbe space of ten hours

here, and last year it lay 28 feet on a 
level.

Havana, March 6.—Senor Don Manuel 


Rafael Angulo, delegate of the colonial 
government in Cuba, is authority for 
the following statement of the aims, 
condition and prospects of the Autono- 
mist government now established in 
Havana. The statement was made by 
Senor Don Antonio Govin, secretario de 
gracia y justicia (secretary of the de- 
partment of justice). 


Autonomy has been pronounced a fail- 


ure by some persons who should know. 
.On the other hand, Senator Morgan of 
Alabama, a most uncompromising "jin- 
go," declared in the United States sen- 
ate that autonomy had given freedom 
to the people of Cuba equal to that en- 
joyed by the citizens of Canada. As a 
matter of fact, the people of the United 
States are not well informed on the 
subject, and Senor Govin is anxious 
that they should be. 


"It should be remembered, first of 


all," he said to a friend, "that the revo- 
lutionists 
are not 
now struggling 


against the old Spanish form of gov- 
ernment, but against autonomy, which 
has been established to give them free- 
dom and independence equal to that of 
any of the provinces of Great Britain 
and to preserve Spanish protection and 
strictly modified Spanish rule. 


"And the American people must not 


suppose," he continued, "that autono- 
my is merely a promise or a proposition 
on the part of Spain. It is not even 
an experiment any longer. It is actu- 
ally the only government existing in 
Cuba and is firmly established as a 
permanency. It is a long step forward 
in the governmental policy of Spain and 
may be fairly said to be the most con- 
spicuous example of modern progress in 
the present age. As such it will be ap- 
preciated by the United States when the 
present unhappy conditions of Cuba 
•hall be reduced to peace. 
"It.is true that there have been d's- 


terbances in Havana, but their impor- 
tance has been maliciously exaggerated 
by the enemies o£ autonomy in Spain 
and by the enemies of Spain in the 
United States. They were nothing more 
than street brawls such as might occur 
in any ciisis aniong people as excita- 
ble as Cubans are. 
They were sup- 


pressed without difficulty and are now 
heartily condemned by public opinion 
in Havana. The condition of peace in 
this city is now unalterably fixed, and 
the government is working hard to give 


to the entire island of Cuba an adminis- 
tration of peace. It will surely make 
an end to the operations of the insur- 
gents by depriving them of any ground 
for their plea of unjust treatment. It is 
rapidly and surely gaining 
ground 


throughout the island, not merely in 
Havana, but in the hitherto disaffected 
provinces as well. 


"It cannot be denied that the coming 


elections may bring complications. The 
extremists on both sides, who hate each 
other more than they hate autonomy, 
will yet unite for the purpose of de- 
feating us at the polls. We know, how- 
ever, that they are not strong enough 
to overthrow us. Autonomy is now too 
firmly established and too heartily ap- 
proved by the mass of the people to be 
overthrown even by the coalition of all 
opposing factions. This we know cer- 
tainly, though of course it is- impossible 
to tell until after election, what the real 
strength of the opposition may be. 


"One great difficulty we have had," 


said the secretary, speaking with great 
bitterness, "and the most serious hin- 
drance in our way in trying to get the 
people of the United States to under- 
stand our position, has come from the 
character of the newspaper reports sent 
from here by nearly' all the New Tork 
correspondents. I do, not say that they 
have been willful or malicious, but their 
reports have been badly distorted. Some 
have striven for sensationalism; some 
have sought to influence public opinion 
in their own country. It is fair to as- 
sume that some have been honest in 
their desire to tell the truth, and that 
they have been unable to discriminate 
between reliable and unreliable sources 
of news, but the fact remains that their 
letters are mostly untruthful. 


"Our attitude should not be misun- 


derstood. It is not one of hostility to 
Cuba or the Cubans. The most earnest 
efforts of the colonial government, of 
the crown and of the armed force are 
being exerted toward the restoration of 
peace. 
Our warfare with the insur- 


gents is not offensive, but in the truest 
sense is defensive of the. liberties of the 
people. We,have no sentiment of re- 
venge. Our first aim is to restore peace 
and order to all Cuba. It is totally false 
to say that.there are dissensions among 
thf members of the Autonomist council. 
That story has been circulated with the 
sole idea of discrediting us. The truth 
is that there is perfect harmony among 
us and that we are thoroughly united 
on all questions of policy and action. 


"The most serious problem that con- 


fronts us is presented by the lamenta- 
ble condition of the reconcentrados. The 
government has initiated several im- 
portant measures looking to their relief, 
and it may be positively said that we 
shall not rest for A moment while the 
suffering continues. Moreover, we thor- 
oughly appreciate the broad humanita- 
rianism which has excited thfr sympa- 
thy of the American people on their be- 
half. 
It is difficult, Ijoweyer, to say 


much about this without appearing1 
either hearths on the one hand or, 
senselessly partisan on the other. 


"Our greatest need is that the Amer- 


ican people sHoulfl cease to afford aid 
to the insurgents in keeping up a strug- 
gle which has entirely changed in char- 
aetpr since the Autonomist government 
has been established. For the one thing 
to remember above all is that they are 
no longer fighting against Spanish rule, 
but against their own government, of 
which they may become a part when- 
ever they choose to acquiesce in it. ,The 
war is no longer one for freedom, for 
Spain has already given them freedom 
equal to that of the Canadian people."

One of the handsomest and most ar- 


tistic weather vanes in the vicinity of 
New York city turns with every wind

The 
hull is full and bulging and the lines 
of the craft are very far from being 
those of an America cup defender. 
Every sail is set to catch the breeze, 
and you can readily see that the ship is 
a good air craft, even if it would scarce- 
ly be a good sea craft. It is ornamental 
as well as useful and is regarded as a 
triumph of the weather vane art. 


A St. Louis brewery has a weather 


vane that is the admiration of the en- 
tire section that it dominates, perched 
high on the pinnacle of a tower. It is 
the figure of Gambrinus resplendent in 
gilt. The patron saint of the brewers, 
bearded and long haired, is clad in 
trunks and blouse, with sweeping:, king- 
ly robes trailing from his shoulders. A

ries an umbrella that is arranged to 
open when the wind blows from the 
south, thus indicating rain. An amus- 
ing automatic indicator shows at cer- 
tain conditions of the wind a cat catch- 
ing a rat.

a wooden arrow. Again, on a tall clothes 
prop is spliced the crooked, untrimmed 
branch of a tree with a rude wooden 
bottle for an indicator.

He copied this idea from 
the vanes that were once on the ancient 
Hotel de Vaulinsant, an imposing struc- 
ture at

there was some mystical significance in 
this combination of the two vanes, but 
this has been quite lost sight of in the 
New England adaptation, and only the 
picturesqueness remains.

GUNPOWDER, 


Uncfe Sam Soon to Have 


His Own Factory, 


MILLIONS 
IN 
EXPLOSIVES, 


Experiments Made at the Nauaf

Washington, March 10.—The govern- 


ment is going to undertake the manu- 
facture of gunpowder. 
Experiments 


progressively In a very regular manner 
and which may be converted directly 
into smokeless powder, decomposing 
wholly into gaseous products and pos« 
sesslng a high ballistic efficiency." Tbt 
formula is secret. 


The advantages of all smokeless pow. 


der.« are manifold. Their comparative 
smokelessness and noiselessness 
nfs. 


not their chief merits. 
They are al- 


most entirely safe to handle, because 
they will not explode unless confined 
and set off with a strong primer. If 
ignited, they burn slowly. They do not 
foul the barrel of a gun, and if th« 
primer is strong enough they are sure 
to "go oft." They can be varied so as 
to he slow or quick burning. 


The use of the smokeless powder, 


which Is now for the first time adopted 
officially for the general use of the navy, 
is going to make a great difference in 
the conditions of the next sea fight. 
In our last war ships had to fight blind 
after the first five minutes of firing be- 
cause the smoke obscured the enemy. 
This was very dangerous in maneuver- 
ing, and in great naval battles sister 
ships sometimes ran each other down or 
fired on each other. The admiral had 
great difficulty communicating orders to 
tho ships of the fleet, and sometimes 
the smoko was so dense that men at 
tho guns oould not see each other, and 
serious mistakes occurred. With the 
new powder fighting will be done in 
plain view, und it is probable the flt>et 
drillbook \\ill h<ne to be overhauled 
soon to make allowance for the ease 
with which signals ran be used 


Unless some great emergency, like 


an international war. should arise the 
supply of smokeless powder will be in- 
creased gradually, at first under con- 
tract with piivate manufacturers, and 
the navy will continue to use the com- 
bination of black and brown powder for 
a time. The brown prismatic powder 
has taken the place of the black pow- 
der for everything but igniting. 
The 


brown powder comes in hexagons, each 
perforated in the middle, very differ- 
ent from the grains or cubes of the old 
biac-k powder and still more unlike the 
long strips or fibrous forms in which 
the smokeless powders are made. These 
hexagonal grains are not 
handled 


loose, but are confined in a canvas bag. 
A load is prepared with the aid of a 
wooden frame on which are mounted 
upright wires. The powder grains are 
strung on these wires one at a time, 
and as their shape is exact they fit to- 
gether closely. It takes about 600 hex- 
agonal grains to make a charge for one 
of the larger guns. When the charge 
has been built up, an inverted canvas 
ba°r is fitted over it, the frame is turn- 
ed upside down, and the wires are 
withdrawn. This leaves the grains in 
a compact mass in the bag. The top 


j oC the bag is tied up, and the bag is 
cairied on at the naval torpedo station j dropped in a cartridge shell. 
at Newport for several years have con- 
vinced the ordnance bureau of the navy 
department that a point has been reach- 
ed in the manufacture of smokeless 
powder which shows that it is going to 
supersede the brown powder now in use. 
Just as a great many street railroad 
companies have been running horse 
cars for several years while waiting for 
the perfection of electric traction, the 
government has been using brown pow- 
der and buying it in small quantities 
while waiting for the smokeless pow- 
der to be improved. Hanging in the air 
in this way, the navy has been without 
an adequate supply of ammunition, and 
if we were thrown into conilict with 
Spam tomorrow we would not have__fe^er aml 
flitfl the.range of fire con- 


powder, with which to load the guns on 
our ships. 


If congress is liberal, the navy de- 


partment will spend 51,000,000 this year 
buying smokeless powder from con- 
tractors to begin the work of stocking 
the ships. This will be a good step m 
the right direction, but not a great 
one.It will take more than one-third of 
that million to stock the 
battleship 


Kearsarge alone. 


It will take $4,685,503 to stock with 


smokeless powder all the ships now in 
fighting condition. 


To stock the five battleships under 


construction will take $1,835,482 more. 


In case of war the government would 


be thrown on the resources of the pri- 
vate powder factories from which it 
now gets its supply of ammunition. Of 
course it could seize these factories and 
operate them, and that is undoubtedly 


It takes 550 pounds of powder to make 


a charge for one of the 13 inch guns. 
These guns could be fired ten times an 
hour in actual service, and as each of 
the big battleships mounts four of the 
big guns that part of the armament 
alone would eat up more than ten tons 
of powder every hour. The cost of the 
brown powder is about 27 cents a pound. 
With all the guns in service, a modern 
battleship would use 60 to 75 tons of 
powder every hour, or from $30,000 to 
$40,000 worth. 


The smokeless powder is more costly 


than the brown. But with the refine- 
rn^nt in the methods of fighting it is 
certain that actual encounters will be 


stantly increasing the exchange of shots 
will be less than in the old days of 
hand to hand fighting.

The torpedo station at Newport 
could not turn the powder out as fast 
as it was needed.
